Mobile,  Nov.  9.— At  the  Gull 
Park  today  the  Orange  and  Blue 
Tigers  of  Auburn,    defeated  the 
Louisiana  State  University  7-0, 
in  one  of  the  hardest  fought  bat- 
tles of  the  season  on  a  Southern 
gridiron.    The  Louisianians  had 
the  great  advantage  of  weight — 
but  with  inferior  punting,  and 
lack  of  ability  to  handle  punts, 
they  were  unable  to  score  against 
the  squad  from  Auburn.    In  the 
first  period  Louisiana  recovered 
Auburn's  fumble  and  had  the  ball 
in  striking  distance  of  the  Tiger 
goal — but  after  failing  to  make 
any  headway  through    the  line 
Rerd  attempted  a  drop  kick  which 
proved  unsuccessful  and  the  Au- 
burn eleven  rushed  the  ball  out 
of  clanger.

For  the  Auburn  aggregation  it 
would  be  hard  to  give  the  laurels 
to  any  particular  man.  The  entire 
team  played  good  consistent  foot- 
ball throughout  the  game.  Capt. 
Major's  punting  was  of  the  high- 
est quality,  often    booting  the 
ball  50  and  60  yards  into  the  ene- 
my's territory,  and  baffling  the 
Louisiana  backs  with  his  spiral 
glides.  He  greatly  outclassed  his 
opponent  in  this  line  of  the  game. 
Though  Newell's  touchdown  was 
ruled    out,    it    detracts  nothing 
from    his    great    exhibition  of 
broken  field  running  and  his  ef- 
fective use  of  the  stiff-arm.  He 
also  played  a  brilliant  defensive 
game.  At  ends,  Kearley  and  Rob- 
inson played  beautiful  games,  on 
both  offense  and  defense.

Mobile,  Nov.  9.--At  the  Gull 
Park  today  the  Orange  and  Blue 
Tigers  of  Auburn,  defeated  the 
Louisiana  State  University  7-0, 
in  one  of  the  hardest  fought  bat- 
tles of  the  season  on  a  Southern 
gridiron.  The  Louisianians  had 
the  great  advantage  of  weight- 
but  with  inferior  punting,  and 
lack  of  ability  to  handle  punts; 
they  were  unable  to  score  against 
the  squad  from  Auburn.  In  the 
first  period  Louisiana  recovered 
Auburn's  fumble  and  had  the  ball 
in  striking  distance  of  the  Tiger 
goal — but  after  failing  to  make 
any  headway  through  the  line 
Rem  attempted  a  drop  kick  which 
proved  unsuccessful  and  the  Au- 
burn eleven  rushed  the  ball  out 
of  danger.  This  was  Louisiana's 
only  good  chance  for  a  tally 
during  the  game.  Afterwards  the 
Auburn  goal  was  in  no  great 
danger. 

In  the  latter  part  of  the  first 
period  Auburn  punted  to  Louis- 
iana— L.  DuPont  received  the 
ball,  but  fumbled,  and  Kcarley, 
Auburn's  left-end,  recovered  and 
ran  40  yards  to  a  touchdown.  Ma- 
jor kicked  goal.  Auburn  also 
scored  a  touchdown  in  the  early 
part  of  the  second  period,  when 
Newell  made  a  beautiful  50  yard 
run  through  a  broken  field,  buf 
was  brought  back  and  penalized 
on  account  of  holding  in  the  Au- 
burn line. 


Stars  of  the  Game. 

For  the  Auburn  aggregation  it 
would  be  hard  to  give  the  laurels 
to  any  particular  man.  The  entire 
team  played  good  consistent  foot- 
ball throughout  the  game.  Capt. 
Major's  punting  was  of  the  high- 
est quality,  often  booting  the 
ball  50  and  60  yards  into  the  ene- 
my's territory,  and  baffling  the 
Louisiana  backs  with  his  spiral 
glides.  He  greatly  outclassed  his 
opponent  in  this  line  of  the  game. 
Though  Newell's  touchdown  was 
ruled  out,  it  detracts  nothing 
from  his  great  exhibition  of 
broken  field  running  and  his  ef- 
fective use  of  the  stiff-arm.  He 
also  played  a  brilliant  defensive 
game.  At  ends,  Kearley  and  Rob- 
inson played  beautiful  games,  on 
both  offense  and  defense.  Kear- 
ley, besides  making  the  lone 
touchdown  of  the  game,  was  a 
good  ground  gainer  around  end. 
Owing  to  the  work  of  these  two 
men,  Louisiana  found,  little  op- 
portunity to  return  punts  any  ap- 
preciable distance.  "Sheep" 
Lamb  at  tackle,  was  in  every 
play  through  the  line,  and  played 
a  splendid,  game  throughout. 
Meadows  and  Louisell  also  play- 
ed high  class  ball  at  their  re- 
spective positions  in  the  line. 
Hart  played  a  good  game  at  half 
until  he  was  compelled  to  retire 
on  account  of  a  dislocated 
shoulder. 

'  For  Louisiana,  Evans,  at  half, 
was  the  only  man  able!  to  make 
any  long  gains  against  the  Au- 
burn eleven.

I  went  out  on  the  football  field 
the  other  afternoon  after  drill 
to  watch  the  practice,  and  I'll  de- 
clare it  gives  me  the  "Blues"  ev- 
ery time  I  think  about  it.
